WHVS remains alive in memories

The vein of nostalgia runs deep 
when it comes to Welland High and 
Vocational School. 

About 25 former teachers and stu¬ 
dents who turned out to the Fonthill 
library branch last week watched a 
video about the school’s history and its 
highly successful 2009 reunion. 

Some brought yearbooks, photos and 
other memorabilia. 

They recalled the glory days of the 
high school that dominated secondary 
education in the city from 1954 to 1989. 

They talked about the disappoint¬ 
ment in the way the school was closed 
in 1989 and the sadness over a major 
fire on June 18 that destroyed the multi¬ 
section structure building that dated 
back to the late 1800s. 

They watched a 30-minute video, 
a shortened version of Welland High 
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and Vocational School: A Tribute, A 
Memorial, presented by videographer 
and producer Kevin Gibson. 

It covered the school’s history and 
a 2009 reunion, which centres on the 
stories of former students. A longer 
80-minute video is available from 
Gibson of Merritt House Media. 

Gibson said the stories he heard at 
the reunion spurred him on to research 
the history of the school. 

In the video he outlines WHVS’s 
many additions and expansions, its 
principals and its reputation as an edu¬ 
cational pace-setter in the region. 

“I admired how organizers put 
together a reunion without (an active) 
school building, without a student list,” 
he said. "I found the stories everyone 
told fascinating.” 

After the video, students and teachers 
at the library shared stories of the their 
days at the high school. 

The library’s Elaine Anderson, a 1976 
graduate, recalled a firing range in 
the basement and a rather odd music 

"How many here got lost in the 
school?" she asked about wandering 
through its many additions. 

One former student from the east 
side of Welland recalled getting late and 
detention slips from the vice-principal. 
He was delayed by the bridge going up 
over a then-operating Welland Canal 
downtown.

Pelham remembers 
with four ceremonies

The names George 
Couchman, Walter Harris, 
Ivan Johnson, Lawrence 
McClellan and Robert 
Stickles may not be familiar. 

They were young men 
from Pelham. Johnston was 
the oldest at 37 and Harris 
the youngest at 20. 

They went off to the First 
World War and didn’t come 
home. 

On Sunday, Pelham will 
remember them in four 
ceremonies at three ceno¬ 
taphs and during a church 

Today the names of these 
five, along with 13 other 
First World War fallen, are 
on two cenotaphs. 

At Pelham Centre, the 
memorial is “dedicated to 
the glory of God and the 
memory of the men who fell 
for a great cause 1914-1918.” 

It was erected in front 
of what was the Pelham 
Township hall after the First 
World War to honor 18 who 
did not return. 

Those names are also on 
the Town of Pelham ceno¬ 
taph in Pelham Peace Park 
behind the current town 
hall in Font hill . 

On it we have the words, 
“At the going down of the 
sun and in the morning 
we will remember them” 
drawn from a First World 
War poem "For the Fallen" 
by British poet Laurence 
Binyon. It’s used on many 
British and Canadian 
memorials. 

The Fonthill memorial 


has the names of local ser¬ 
vice men who did not return 
from the Second World War 
and one from the Viet Nam 
War. It salutes those who 
served in Korea. Pelham did 
not lose anyone there. 

The series of 
Remembrance ceremonies 
on Sunday begin at 9 a.m. in 
Fenwick Centennial Park in 
front of village’s cenotaph. 

It’s dedicated to “To 
all Canadians for died for 
peace.” 

At 9:30 a.m., the tradi¬ 
tional ceremony organized 
by Royal Canadian Legion 
Branch 613 is repeated 
beside the Pelham Centre 
Cenotaph. 

At 10:45 p.m., Legion 
chaplain Rev. Russell Myers 
will conduct a church ser¬ 
vice at Fonthill Baptist 
Church. 

At 12:30 p.m., the final 
remembrance ceremony 
will be held at the Peace 
Park cenotaph in Fonthill. 

A bus will leave the 
Fonthill Legion at 8:20 a.m. 
in time to make the Fenwick 
service. Coffee and refresh¬ 
ments will be available to 
participants at the Legion 
hall at 1:30 p.m. following 
the final ceremony. 

On Friday, Nov. 11, the 
legion branch will hold its 
Remembrance Day cer¬ 
emony at 11 a.m. in Pelham 
Veterans’ Park in front of the 
legion hall on Regional Rd. 
20, also known as Veterans 
Way, east of downtown 
Fonthill.

Why do military 
families need help? 

T his week I received a news release 
from the Royal Canadian Mint 
about a silver coin to commemorate 
the Highway of Heroes. It said $20 from 
the sale of each $69.95 coin will be 
shared between the Afghan Repatriation 
Memorial and the Military Families Fund. 

The timing isn't coincidental. The 
mint is cashing in on Remembrance Day 
feelings for the fallen. Its silver heart in the 
right place. It picked two worthy causes. 
But why aretheycauses? 

The first, the Afghan Repatriation 
Memorial, is a fundraiser for a monument 
to Canadian soldiers killed in Afghanistan. 
It will go up in Trenton. 

Isn’t our federal government about 
to spend billions on fighter aircraft and 
contemplates billions more for nuclear 
subs? 

Surely, it could afford a few dollars for a 
memorial to those men and women who 
died in Afghanistan. 

More outrageous is the necessity for 
a fund — organized by retired chief of 
staff General Rick Hillier no less - to assist 
military families, particularly after the loss 
of a member in the service. 

While fund organizers say on their 
website, www.militaryfamiliesftmd.ca, 
it’s a supplement to the Canadian Forces 
Personnel Support Agency (CFPSA), it 
makes you wonder why the agency needs 
financial backup. 

Canada spent billions of taxpayers 
dollars to wage war and buy weapons. Yet 
a group has to be formed to beg the public 
for donations to care for military families. 

The Royal Canadian Legion was 
founded in the 1920s. It created the poppy 
fund to help veterans and their families. 
Have things not changed since then? 

When you consider the sacrifices 
military families make, they should not 
want for anything.

Niagara Escarpment has major features 


T he Niagara Escarpment 

Commission meets monthly 
at their Georgetown office. However, 
twice yearly, the Commission moves 
offsite to locations in the north and 
south and adds a second meeting day 
to discuss policy and broader issues 
affecting the Niagara Escarpment 
A recent policy meeting was held 
at the Beacon Harbourside in Iordan 
and one of the more interesting 
presentations was an overview of 
the NEPOSS or Niagara Escarpment 
Parks & Open Space System. 

Most people understand that the 
escarpment extends from Tobermory 
to Niagara and that the Bruce Trail 
traverses its length extending some 
899 kilomwtres from end to end with 
a few branching trails extending the 
hiking experience. What many people 
do not understand is that the Niagara 
Escarpment hosts 140 parks and 
natural spaces along its length and

the Bruce Trail is the connector from 
node to node. 

In feet the NEPOSS covers 45,000 
plus hectares and represents over 
25% of the Niagara Escarpment Plan 
area. Many partners and agencies 
work together to manage and operate 
this enormous park system. 

These include: The Brace Trail 
Conservancy, seven Conservation 
Authorities, six municipalities, the 
Niagara Parks Commission, the 
Country Heritage Experience, The 
Escarpment Biosphere Conservancy, 
The Ontario Heritage Trust, Ontario 
Parks, Parks Canada, Royal Botanical 
Gardens and the St Lawrence Seaway 


Authority. 

The 140 parks and open spaces 
are grouped into 10 Nodal Parks 
along the escarpment which present 
unique regional features, are 
destination focal points and often 
have visitor/welcome centres to 
educate visitors about the unique 
attributes of the region. 

Fathom Five National Marine 
Park is operated by Parks Canada 
and is found near Tobermory at the 
tip of the Brace Peninsula It offers 


site for hiking and exploring the 
natural environment 

Cootes Paradise is a spectacular 
wetland and marsh feature adjacent 
to the Royal Botanical Gardens in 
Hamilton. 

Bail’s Fails is our own nodal feature 
in Niagara with hiking trails to both 
the upper fells and lowers fells in the 
Twenty Mile Creek Valley system. 

As we head into the cold 
andwinterymonths, armchair 
adventurers may want to plan 


an opportunity to dive and explore 
numerous shipwrecks. 

Inglis Falls is a scenic waterfall in 
Owen Sound and is accessible by trail 
from the Inglis Falls Conservation 
area Many think of the "badlands" as 
being somewhere in the United States 
or in the western part of Canada but a 
day trip will take you to Cheltenham 
Badlands in central Ontario. 

Hilton Falls in Halton is a majestic
